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THE EI-BEKVICE MAN’S MISSION 

TO-DAY’S gathering of ex-service 

man in Vancouver is as important to the coun¬ 
try as a whole as it it to the members of the various 
veterans' bodies themselves. The chief business under 
discussion arises out of the process of amalgamation 
which is intended eventually to bring all the existing 
organizations into what will be knoWh as the Cana- 
. dian Legion of the British Empire Service League. 

Generous support has been given to the idea of 
unification by the men directly concerned with the 
proposal. It is natural, of course, that organizations 
which have been in existence for many years should 
be reluctant to surrender their identity to one all-em¬ 
bracing body. But these are gradually beginning to 
recognize the wider opportunity for service to them¬ 
selves and to the country as a whole, opportunities for 
the development among Canada's former civilian 
soldiers of a virile Canadianism. vSjjich properly mar¬ 
shalled effort presents. 

1 Unity among the men who are still entitled to 
various forms of legislative consideration by reason 
of their war service and the disabilities incurred by 
that service is desirable in their own interests and of 
considerable value to governments which have to re¬ 
view their recommendations and past judgment on 
their cates. By the co-operative method now made 
possible by joining forces the best judgment of the 
Legion always will be available when occasion re¬ 
quires its use. And, after all. the common bond 
which still exists among all who did their part in 
the last and former struggles in which the Empire has 
been engaged should be a very much more real thing 
when held together by one great organization. 

The ex-eervice men of Canada can play an im¬ 
portant part in the moral and material advancement 
of this Dominion. Their interest in its welfare has a 
special meaning for them and their lives and actions 
should be an inspiration for the younger generation. 
They have demonstrated their pride in their country 
m the most practical manner. They have a real na¬ 
tional consciubsaess which they will be able to teach 
by their own unified efforts. 

PLAYING WITH FOI 

I F THE PRIME MINISTER OF GREAT 

Britain allows himself to be influenced to intro¬ 
duce legislation in the House of Commons which 
would in any way threaten the privileges that suc¬ 
cessive Acts of Parliament have conferred upon 
trades unions, he will be striking a very serious blow 
at the social regeneration of the Old Country which 
has already taken place, and is still going on. as a re¬ 
sult of the enthusiasm and assistance of organized 
Labor. It is right and proper that he should take 
every precaution to protect a public which necessar¬ 
ily looks to the Government for that protection and 
for the preservation of law and order in all important 
particulars. But any move which seeks to take ad¬ 
vantage of weakened unionism—as it may be weak¬ 
ened by depleted resources even if the strike should 
only last a week—will be interpreted as surrender to 
reactionary elements whose conception of what is good 
enough for the masses belongs to an age-long past. 

An inkling of the Government's proposals in this 
connection is obtained from the Prime Minister s 
assurance in the House of Commons that no trades 
unionist who remains at work during the strike shall 
be allowed to suffer the loss of any of his union privi¬ 
leges through having set the public service before 
trades union orders. This means that such a mem¬ 
ber would be guaranteed by A 01 of Parliament against 
the forfeiture of any benefit accruing to him from the 
funds of his union. On the face of it. and in view of 
the emergency which the nation is facing, protection 
of this kind may appeal to many as fair play. But 
such action by the Government, no matter how al¬ 
truistic it may appear at first sight, strikes at the very 
heart of the trades union movement which the great 
majority of the people of the country would vote to, 
preserve for more reasons than one. If the Prune 
Minister should pursue this course, hi would be em¬ 
barking upon one of the most dangerous enterprises 
of his political career. He would surely be better ad¬ 
vised to use other strings which still remain in his bow.

of the Treaty of Versailles, subscribes and expresses 
himself in the American quarterly. Foreign Affairs, in 
part as follows: 

Mortem war, war of the kind which alone to most 
people Clvee the problem of dlearmnment eny epeictal 
importance, would be quite Impoeelble without com¬ 
mercial steamehipe, railroads, motor care, factortee 
of all kinds with their .killed workmen, telegraphs, 
telephones radio, aeroplanes, laboratories for every 
kind o 1 experiment and research, on all of which also 
depends pretty much everything that la useful or 
beautiful In human life. And It la this fact which 
makes the problem so difficult even for the most 
reasonable men. 

But General Bliss believes that much excellent 
work was accomplished at Locarno and he pleads 
earnestly for American support of a general treaty of 
arbitration. He cites the numerous treaties to which 
his country is bound and which embody the spirit if 
not the terms of arbitration, contending that “surely 
there must be some one thing on which it can make, 
not special and separate treaties with thirty different 
nations, but a common treaty with at many of them 
as possible.” In bis opinion this would be an important 
step in widening the application of the principle, and 
be further argues: 

My own opinion is that for the present the most 
practicable thing to work for le regional limitation 
end reduction growing out of Increneing regional se¬ 
curity Every auch step will be In the direction of 
general disarmament And as a matter of fact. If a 
very few great nations could begin some reduction In 
that part .of. their military establishments which la 
admittedly maintained with an eye to their nelghbora, 
without concerning themaclvee with whnt the many 
amall nations are willing to do. the problem of dte- 
armament would be a long atep forward on the 
way to eolutlon. 

Disarmament of the mind very naturally will 
have to be the forerunner of material disarmament. 
The process may be slow. It will not be possible to 
change age-old methods in a year or two. But the 
pact of Locarno is evidenca of what can be done 
when nations make up their minds to reach a really 
constructive objective. It has furnished a new form 
of international arrangement and it ought to be fol¬ 
lowed by others until the whole world is brought 
under the influence of the Locarno spirit. Then 
actual disarmament would be simple. 

A DIRIGIBLE IN THE ARCTIC 

I T WAS CAPTAINlRbALD AMUNDSEN 

who first tested the behavior of the aeroplane in 
the uncertain wastes of the Arctic. The same in¬ 
trepid explorer will shortly see what adventures are 
in store for the dirigible. 

As far as the heavier-than-air machine itself was 
concerned, its motor and construction in general, there 
appeared to be very little in the way of complete suc¬ 
cess. Die problem as it struck the layman was one 
of landing and of preserving the craft against damage 
while stationary on the treacherous ice. One machine 
had to be abandoned: but the other, after extraordin¬ 
ary efforts on the part of the members of the expedi¬ 
tion. was finally extricated from its difficulties and 
successfully flown to safety. 

Two problems face the lighter-than-air -Ves¬ 
tel. Will Us great bulk and ipore delicate con¬ 
struction and mechanism enable it to make flight 
over the mythical pole without a stop? And, if 
trouble develops and U is necessary to alight, how 
will it be possible to manipulate the machine, both 
in the descent and mooring and in the reverse oper¬ 
ation. without what is known as a "ground crew?" 

These adventures are bold ones and few see 
much utility in them. But special interest centres in 
the Amundsen attempt because it will introduce the 
dirigible to the real Arctic for the first tune.' 

The organizing secretary of the Grasshoppers' 
Union, with headquarters in the Dry Belt, is alarmed 
at the prospect of the provincial Department of 
Agriculture interfering with the annual hop by lend¬ 
ing turkeys into the area this year.

REMEMBER TECUMtEH 

Praia Tbs Tsrsnto Olsks 

A revival of Interest in Tecumseh la reported from 
Western Ontario, and a long-overdue memorial lo the 
great Shawnee Chief should remit. His name lu per¬ 
petuated In parka, hotels, and other practical affairs, 
but the country which owes so much to hia bravery 
and sagacity has railed to erect something worthy, 
lasting and beautiful. Brantford has a statue of 
Joseph Brant, another greet Indian ally, but the 
Chief who threw his force behind Brock and the 
British In >111 has been passed over. 

The mystery of the burial place of the Chief map 
have earned Indecision ss to whers best to elect a 
memorial, but the prospect of finding that spot now 
seems dim. end the seen# of his death, on the 
battlefield of Moravian town, near Thamesvllle. could 
at least be considered In that connection. Through 
praiseworthy local effort there now stands a small 
granite stone In a square on the battlefield, where 
the Provincial highway has bean wldsned for ths 
purpose, hut a more enterprising project would well 
be Justified. 

Tecumseh was born in Ohio in 17SS, sqd grow 
up in the exciting nm of the triangular conflict be¬ 
tween Indiana, newcomtng American settlers, and fin¬ 
ally ths British in ths War of 1111. Encroachments 
of selfish isndseekere caused trouble, with tbs result 
that Tecumseh Anally threw his lot With the British. 

Whan Brock met Tecumseh at Amherstburg In 
ths Bummer of 1111. before they went together to cap¬ 
ture Detroit, the British commander said of his new 
ally: "A more sagacious or s more gallant warrior 
docs not, I believe, exist. He was the admiration of 
every one who addressed him." 

Tecumssr'a crisis earns whan Procter decided to 
abandon the frontier after the defeat of the British 
fleet on Ufee Erie. The Indian Chiefs eyes flashed 
indignation aa ha harangued Procter, saying: "We 
must compare our father's conduct to a fat dog that 
carries Ms toil -on ito pack, hut when affrighted drops 
U between Its toffs sad runs off."

Health and 
Disease 


RERBONAL AND PUBLIC 
HYGIENE OF •YPHlllt 

Syphilis hoc been called the “killer 
of the race.” Thia dreadful disease 
la far more prevalent than the gen¬ 
eral public is aware. The report of 
the Royal Commission of the United 
Kingdom on Venereal Diseases as to 
the prevalence of syphilis was that 
ten per cent, of the total population 
of England, BcoUand and Wales have 
had the disease. 

.Dr. Young. Provincial Health Offl- 
,cer for this lYovlnce, reports that 
twenty-five per cent of all oases ia 
the Mental Hospital in -New West¬ 
minster are due to the effects of 
syphilis. A large percentage of cases 
in all hospitals for Incurable diseases 
ore also due to the effects of ayphllla 
These diseases may affect the nerv¬ 
ous system, heart, lungs or gay organ 
of the body, hence the necessity for 
prevention and early cure. Pre¬ 
vention must be the greatest factor 
in stamping out this terrible disease. 

Begin with the child. Bex Instruc¬ 
tion. where It is given, usually be¬ 
gins at the fifteenth year. The age 
of first sex impressions Is from six 
to nine years. At this age the child 
begins to ask questions. Answer 
first questions simply, truthfully and 
frankly. Instil into the child's mind 
that the source of Information should 
b« from the parents. Teach him to 
be frank with you.

Rome weeks after the appear¬ 
ance of the primary sore general 
symptom* develop. These are sore 
throat, rash on body, perhaps falling 
hair and gensral malaise. 

The earlier the treatment la started 
the quicker the cure. If you have 
contracted It, don’t be fooled by ad¬ 
vertising quacks to take a quick cure. 
There is no short cut to tha aura -of 
syphilis once It has become estab¬ 
lished. Seek a qualified doctor and 
stay with him until he pronounces 
you cured.

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J. Knox Tells Commons Com¬ 
mittee About J. W. Gaunt 
Company Affairs 

Ottawa, May 7.W. Knox, a cua- 
toms preventive officer, who - * de- 
i-i n ri r goods with a valuation of 
fZO.OOO belonging to the J. W, Gaunt 
Company of Montreal on June 11, 
1929. and who was later Instrumental 
In having a charge laid against the 
hcn^l of that firm, appeared before 
the Commons customs Inquiry com¬ 
mittee yesterday. 

The charge against Gaunt, to which 
he pleaded guilty, was that of having 
blank, certified invoices in his pos¬ 
session. Knox told the committee, 
however, he had intended laying 
another charge against Gaunt of 
using these blank invoices to defraud 
the custom*. He was holding up this 
second charge because he expected 
the customs authorities at Ottawa 
to make an audit, determining the 
amount for which Gaunt was re¬ 
sponsible. 

FINED |600 

When the first charge was laid 
against Gaunt, said Knox, the ac¬ 
cused had gone before a Judge In 
Montreal, pleaded guilty and been 
fined $500. After that the question 
had arisen In regard to the release ef 
Gaunt's goods, which were still held 
by the customs service. 

“Both Mr. Gaunt and Mr. Forteaus 
told m« the goods were to be re¬ 
leased because a settlement had been 
mode at DtUtwa.” the witness In¬ 
formed the committee. 

‘‘Did they tell you the amount Ct 
the settlement?** asked R. L. ('aider, 
committee counsel. 

”1 believe It was 92.400.” replied the 
witness. 

"Did they say with whom the set¬ 
tlement was made?*’ 

"I do not' think so.” 

ADVISED TO DESIST 
"After this statement did you con¬ 
fer with Mr. Bras, rbuasel for the 
Customs Department?*'

"I am Informed you were dismissed 
from Gaunt's employ because you 
had told Gaunt something that was 
not true.” said counsel. 

Witness asked what Incident was 
referred to and Mr. Tyndale said he 
was informed Mr. Hurson had been 
told to buy a draft for remittance to 
England, and had been given an ap¬ 
plication signed by Gaunt, which he 
was to present at the bank.

He died in the old Star and Garter Inn, Rich¬ 
mond Hill, Surrey, on May 10, 1798, and was buried in the grave¬ 
yard of Sl Peter’a Church, Petersham, Surrey, on the 18th. Capt. 
Vancouver was only forty years old at the time of his demise, but 
no other man has left such a record of earnest achievement, and 
no other name is more honored by British Columbians.
